However, when the country 
Is equipped with the right kind of Im¬ 
proved highways, organisation of this 
kind will be affected generally and 
profitably. 

"The motor truck, aa a ready means 
of conveyance between city and coun¬ 
try. may be expected, under the Im¬ 
proved highway movement, to check 
the migration of population from farm 
to town.' In turn It will make farm 
lands more valuable and farm life more 
profitable. 

“Secondarily. It wtH tend to draw 
from the town life thousands who here¬ 
tofore have shunned the country be¬ 
cause of Its comparative isolation. Or¬ 
ganization of motor truck service nat¬ 
urally should bring about the creation 
of new centres of industry and trade."

To the Editor: We, ag law-abiding 
citlsena and residents of South Wel¬ 
lington, without prejudice to any par¬ 
ticular political party, would like 
through the columns of your valuable 
paper to util tbe attention of your;

To the Editor:—The following Is a 
clipping from the Labor Leader (Au¬ 
gust 29). the rgan of the Labor party 

In Great Brttalnr * i *.. 

Glasgow la a very giant among mu¬ 
nicipalities. having municipalised all 
the services except the cemeteries. It 
employs 17,000 persons and spends four 
millions a year, while Ita assets are 
worth k2S.0P9.000. In Ite fine and large 
parks are three golf courses and 21 
bowling greens, and last summer over 
300.090 persons enjoyed themselves 
thereon. The cleansing department 
has over 700 railway trucks and deals 
with 3.000 tons of refuse a day, selling 
R-to farme rs I n hglf ttw Ro ut tl o f i .coun¬ 
ties. It has transformed bogland into 
first-class soil. It hav Its own rail¬ 
ways, quarries and workshops. The 
corporation now gives a mile ride for 
a halfpenny, aad after this doubling of 
the distance the department has been 
more successful than ever, despite all 
the expert pronouncements against the 
drastic change. *419.909 has ‘been! 
taken In fares for the year. Wages 1 
have been raised £10,000. After allow-I 
Ing substantial sums for sinking fund 
and Interest, there Is a profit of 
* 39.-909." 

While admitting that the city of, 
Glasgow la not by any means an heav-' 
enly one and that the same degrading 
poverty prevails there aa Is to be found 
in most every other c»ty t yet the above 
Is an Intcreatlng contrast to the con¬ 
ditions In thla city, it Is apparent that 
In that place they have at least some 
t Wes of how to mind their ow n business. 
In this town the tendency Is to trans¬ 
fer business that the city should carry 
on to such philanthropic Institutions as 
the British Columbia Electric C f *om- 
pany. We are now reaping the fruits 
of that policy—or, to be more correct, 
the company are doing ao. It la not 
ao long ago that the men who operate 
the cum of this company endeavored to 
obtain'an Increase in their wages. 
During the process of the arbitration 
to which the men's proposals were sub- 1 
m It ted. the company took great objeo- ! 
lions. They were utterly opposed to 
the Increases asked for. Yet this self¬ 
same company has the Invincible netre 
to demand of the people of thla city 
an Increase In car fares. What an Im¬ 
position op a long-suffering people? If 
the same concern waa willing to grant 
an. Increase In wages to ttielr em¬ 
ployees. and If the car service they rea¬ 
der to the city were worthy of the lepst 
particle of praise, one might not raise 
such strong object Ions. But th* fact 

of the matt#t Is that what with the 
Irregularity of the service aad the over¬ 
crowding of tbe cars, the writer falls 
to find one atom of Justification-for the 
old car fares, to say nothing of the new 
rates. For the life of me I cannot find 
a reasonable Justification for their ac¬ 
tions. except It be (hat the might of 
the monopoly they enjoy makes right 


anything they litre to. impose on the 
people. They certainly have . the, 
power, aad they are evidently deter¬ 
mined to exert It, whether detrimental 
to the people*# Interest or ntlt. The 
company, at .•»!, events, cannot lay 
blame lo their employees, for tha wages 
they pay are certainly not what Would 
make them millionaires In a short time. 
No. not by aay manna —— 

. There seems to be no other reason 
for their action th«n the fact that the 
shareholders' Ipterpats must be looked 
af tar. by hook ar by crook. They are pro- 
tected by a provincial charter, granted 
to them by a government supposed to 
represent the people. They ara for- 
thermore, protected by the agreement 
passed by tbo council ef !••», aad as¬ 
sented to by roe property owners e# the 
city. fti that agreement they handed 
over to thb company a monopoly that 
has few e«aalo. Ho much so that the 
etty cannot compete with them with¬ 
out first making an offer to buy them 
out. W'hlch means that the company 
In tbe long run. after the arbitration 
burlesque had been concluded, would 
receive any price they had a mind to 
ask. Hence the British Golumbfa Elec¬ 
tric Company la mounted on the pedes- 
to I of supreme power. 

I want no one to inlMundorstajHl me. 
I am not blaming the company. They 
have found a people capable of great 
endurance, and are of course taking 
every adroatage of the opportunities 
presented. If there Is anyone disposed 
|o condemn tl»« company I would ad¬ 
vise them. If they cither supported (be 
government who granted the charter, 
the city council of 1909 who passed the 
agreement, or If they were one of the 
supporters of the by-law ratifying the 
same, that they take a good look at 
themselves In the glass at the earliest 
opportunity. Then they should put the 
responsibility for these conditions 
■ here It rightfully belongs.

In the Hooke water system at 4he pres¬ 
ent minute Is one million and a half 
dollars, or the equivalent of $74,125 an¬ 
nually for fifty years. The million 
and n half dollars required now to 
complete the system will be 977.92$ an¬ 
nually for fifty years, the difference In 
the amounts arising from the fact that 
the first half million waa Issued on a 
four per cent, basis snd the remainder 
on a four and a half per cent, basin 

If the Hooke Lake system will give 
sixteen million \allons dally, and that 
figure la made by the engineer, and* 
verified by all the larg* contractors, 
the cost of the water will be 2.407 cents 
per thousand gallons to the city. On 
s basis of eight million gallons per day 
only, being the consumption of the etty, 
the water > III coat 1.214 cents per thou¬ 
sand gallons when brought from Ho*ike 
Lake., and on a basis of the present 
con„ujup»lon «f five million gallons per 
day the water will cnat $.34 cents per 
thousand gallona 

Dr. Homs In his letter to you of some 
days ago spoke of two possible alter¬ 
natives, and there are only these two: 
one the purchase of 4 he Rsqulmalt 
Water Works plant and holdings, and. 
seeond. the buying of the water by the 
gallon from the Esquimau Water 
Works Company. 

Taking these up In their order. The 
purchase of the Eaqulmalt Water 
W orks- under the act'IFRif cent price, 
plus six per cent, per annum Interest 
on the coot, and plus a bonus not ex¬ 
ceeding twenty per cent, on Jhe capital 
actually Invested. Two years ago Mi\ 
Ifcgoss obtained from the company 
gffhr lo sell out at $1 .$$ 0 , 000 . It 
wos then considered possible that thla 
figure could be somewhat reduced by 
arbitration, but not materially. Btnce 
that tlm« Interest would have accumu¬ 
lated. and It Is perhaps fatr to say now 
that the Esquimau Water Works Com¬ 
pany purchase pould cost two million 
dollars. At the same tithe R waa cal¬ 
culated that the Esquimau Water 
Works would be able to fumloh thir¬ 
teen million gallons per day. and while 
neither of these figures may be exactly 
nc curate, they are probably dose 
enough for the purpose of comparison. 

Interest and sinking fund on the seat 
of Ihe Eaqulmalt purchase would be 
$103,110. to which now lies lo be added 
$74.99$ spent on Booke. which would be 


worthless. Our capital water bill, then. 
POT year would he $177,921, and the coat 
ai Hs q slat alt water on that basis would 
be 1.749 cents per thousand gallona aa 
agAlnat 2.007 cents on Hooke at $3.- 

On a basis of eight million gallons 
per day consumption the figure of the;

Regarding the purchase of the water 
by the thoueOnd gallons from Esqui¬ 
mau. The bugle given Jn tha act Is 
six cents per thousand gallona. Tbo 
coat of five million gallons per day 
would be $100,100 per gear. Adding 
tbe amount spent on Hooke and wast¬ 
ed, the total capital coat would bo to 
the city per annum $1$4,!2G. or exactly 
eleven cents per thousand gallona. 

Assuming the Hooke Lake pipes to 
be of equal capacity only with the 
Esquimau, and capable of delivering 
only thirteen million gallons, the cos?

It wag 
on this date fn that "Roma capi¬ 
tate*' for "Italia units" became an ac¬ 
complished fact. It was the dream of 
centuries come true, and It Is small 
wonder that the date has become the 
Igreatent patriotic festival In the Italian 
calendar. When the Italian troop* 
under Cadorna ntormed Porta Pta. and. 
after a brief resistance from the papal 
forces, made a breach aud entered 
Rome, they wt-re greeted with the en¬ 
thusiastic acclamation* of the people. 

With the capture of Rome forty-three 
year* ago to-day. Italy became one 
country from the Alps to the sea. A 
plebiscite held a little later gave 133.M1 
vote* tor union with the kingdom of 
Italy, and only* 1.M7 against. 

That the battle Is not a!way* lo the 
strong wal never better Illustrated 
than in the war for Italian unity. 

Lombary was the fruit of Napoleon 
III.’* aid lu lltt. Europe's neutrality 
permitted Parma. Tuscany, Modena 
and Romagna to join, ami Oarlhttldl 
marched through Naples and Sicily in 
1M0. It was a Prussian victory that 
gave Vrnetla to Italy, and It waa the 
Franco-German war that prevented 
France from Interference and enabled 
Italy to complete her unity by taking 
Rome in 1170. 

In the forty-three year* that have 
passed sines the flag of "Italia unltA" 
wAs hoisted over th« Eternal CHy, and which waa 
the Qulrtnal replaced the Vatican ae n f a lant< 
the centre of temporal power.
